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SAFER STREETS AHEAD 


O N day one of operations 
Hackney’s new 
Community Safety 
Wardens recovered a 
firearm, three knives and a batch 
of cannabis, while working in 
conjunction with the police. 

The new service officially 
launches on 1 March, but 
after completing a police- 
approved training course, the 
team hit the streets for the first 
time this month. 

The wardens will act as 
the primary point of contact 
for residents on matters of 


community safety - which is a 
key Council priority. 

The 12 new recruits will have 
the power to take names and 
addresses from anyone causing 
an offence; issue fixed penalty 
notices for a number of offences 
including littering, graffiti and 
dog fouling; and tackle issues 
around anti-social behaviour. 

The team will liaise with the 
police and community groups 
to help ensure they are deployed 
in areas where they can be of 
most use. The wardens have 
also undergone training in 


partnership with the Council’s 
sustainable transport team and 
are on hand to provide cyclists 
with safety information. 

David Shipp, joint lead 
Community Safety Warden, said: 
“The wardens’ extensive training 
programme means they can 
support the work of the Drug and 
Alcohol Action Team, the Sharps 
Disposal Unit and the Anti-social 
Behaviour Service. 

“We will also seek to educate 
residents in the key services 
we provide and work in 
partnership to keep our 


streets and parks clean and safe.” 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 

Cabinet Member for Crime, 
Sustainability and Customer 
Services, added: “The new service 
has already proved that a joined- 
up approach with the police 
achieves results. 

“This partnership working is 
key to the success of the service as 
well as making Hackney a safer 
place to live and work.”

F ASHION designer 
Lu Flux sits in her 
small but perfectly 
formed London 
Fields studio working 
furiously on her Autumn/ 
Winter 2012 collection. 

With less than two 
weeks until the line must 
be finished - in time for 
Paris Fashion Week on 3 
March - the atmosphere 
in the studio is surprisingly 
relaxed. Girls in thick- 
knitted jumpers sit among 
clothes patterns, lengths of 
materials and rails of ‘top 
secret’ clothes, chatting, 
sewing and drinking large 
mugs of tea. 

“I get frustrated by people 
who take fashion away from 
craft and creativity and enter 
it into a competitive sphere,” 
Lu says passionately. 
Adding: “I think it’s a real 
shame the way fashion has 
no longer become a voice 
of one’s expression. The 
high street has smothered 
independence - people don’t 
treasure clothes as much as 
they used to because they’re 
so throwaway.” 

Lu trained at Edinburgh 
College of Art before 
working as a fashion 
assistant to German 
designer Bernhard Willhelm 
in Paris. In February 2009, 
she debuted at London 
Fashion Week as part of 
Vauxhall Fashion Scout’s 


m. 



‘Ones To Watch’ show. And 
one year on was presented 
with an innovation award 
from Estethica and the 
Ethical Fashion Forum, 
which acknowledges 
inventive design in the world 
of sustainable fashion. 

“There is so much waste 
in the clothing industry. 

The high street is churning 
out all these clothes - it’s so 
unnecessary. You should 
wear things you feel happy 
and comfortable in and not 
just because everyone else is 
wearing it,” she says. 

Lu salvages old materials 
for her clothing lines - 
from old silk scarves and 
end-of-roll cashmere to 
floral bedsheets and heavy 
curtains - from a recycling 
centre in East London. 

She tries to ensure that all 
aspects of her business are 
both sustainable and British 

- right up to the production 
of her clothes in a factory 
here in Hackney. 

“I love East London 

- there’s a real hub of 
designers here. I think 
Hackney is thriving because 
it is filled with creative 
people,” she says. Adding: 

“I find the whole experience 
of trying to find the right 


fabrics for my clothes really 
fun. I love uncovering 
all these patterns I didn’t 
know existed then using 
them in my work so they 
get a brand new life. My 
style is playful, colourful, 
textured and detailed - all 
the vintage materials have 
this incredible washed feel 
to them. This means most 
of the clothes I make are a 
one off because the material 
I come across is limited. 
That’s what makes my 
brand personal.” 

Lu’s Spring/Summer 
2012 collection, ‘A-Lu-Ha’ 
debuted at London Fashion 
Week in September. The 
Polynesian-inspired range 
is complete with candy 
colours, laser cut crepe 
‘grass skirts’, printed Tiki 
mask T-shirts and apron 
dresses. About the collection 
Lu says: “In the winter 
everyone awaits the arrival 
of summer, dreaming 
of blue skies and sunny 
days. But when it comes 
the reality is it rains. My 
collection is a take on the 
‘Hawaii’ we desire, which 
clashes with the reality of a 
dull British summer.”

All your green 
questions answered 


Q: Many gardening books and websites often say 
not to use dairy products, cooked food, meat, or fish 
in composting. In the case of meat, fish, and dairy I 
think it’s to avoid attracting pests and rodents, but 
what’s the reasoning behind avoiding cooked food 
in composting? 


A: You’re right that dairy, meat and fish can attract 
pests and rodents. With cooked food, the problem is 
that it loses moisture in the process of cooking and 
natural bacteria are killed off. This means cooked 

food decomposes more 
slowly, so is not ideal for 
composting. Advanced 
composters can try mixing 
live or raw foods with 
cooked food to replace lost 
moisture and bacteria, but 
this is very tricky and can 
spoil your compost. 

For the best results avoid 
adding cooked foods to 
your compost.

Shop owner fined more than £1 ,000 


A LOCAL businessman 
was fined more than 
£1,000 for failing to 
produce documents to 
show he had made proper 
arrangements to dispose of 
business waste. 

Lloyd Robinson, who 
runs Back To Eden grocers 
on Lower Clapton Road, 
was prosecuted by the 
Council after failing to 
produce waste transfer 


documentation dating 
back to May 2010. 

The Council wrote to 
Robinson 12 times and 
visited the shop eight 
times, handing out two 
fixed penalty notices. But 
he was unable to produce 
documents to prove he 
had been using a licensed 
waste carrier. 

Thames Magistrates 
Court handed out a fine of 


£850, plus £160 costs and 
a £15 victim surcharge on 
3 February. The maximum 
penalty is £5,000. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 
said: “Every business 
must ensure that it has 
proper waste disposal 
arrangements in place. 
Using an unlicensed 
waste carrier can result 


in waste being fly-tipped.” 

Robinson had entered a 
not guilty plea. Magistrates 
noted that he had plenty of 
opportunity to respond to 
the Council or pay his fixed 
penalty notices.

Real nappy - really happy 

MORE than 350 parents have attended Nappucino events 
in Hackney which encourage the use of real nappies. 
Attendees are given vouchers worth £54 which can be 
redeemed for real cotton nappies. So far this has helped 
residents save a total of £324,000 and reduced 
the amount of disposable nappies sent to landfill by 
more than 473 tonnes - the equivalent in weight of 
40 London buses. 

Real nappies are an environmentally friendly alternative 
to disposable nappies - a major contributor to landfill 
sites. Parents attending the Nappucino events, which are 
hosted jointly by the Council and Hackney Real Nappy 
Network, can get advice and support from other real 
nappy users. 

The next Nappucino event takes place at Mapledene and 
Queensbridge Children’s Centre, E8, on 24 February, 
from 1 0am-1 2pm.

ASHA (pictured above) was sex trafficked 
from her home in central India. But even 
after being rescued she was forced 
back into prostitution, needing to 
somehow provide for her mother and 
younger brother. 

Her story forms part of ABP Autograph’s 
new exhibition ‘Naseeb: Trafficked’ 

- a document of young Indian and 
Bangladeshi women kidnapped, tricked 
or sold into forced prostitution, who later 
escaped and are now living in protected 
accommodation. Naseeb means ‘fate’ or 
‘luck’ in Hindi. 

The protective homes provide a backdrop 
to photographer Sonal Kantaria’s Polaroid 
portraits, video and a map pointing out 
well-known trafficking routes in South 
Asia. In doing so, the work focuses 
on the gender, economic and class 


Asian women being forced into the 
flesh trade. 

Sonal explains: “I heard many stories 
of poverty, bad families, deception by 
friends and families, kidnappings and 
horrific experiences on trafficking routes. 
Sometimes the girls had left their homes 
of their own will, other times they were 
running away from violent husbands 
or simply in search of a better life. The 
stories differed but one commonality 
existed: they had all been deceived.” 
Asha eventually obtained a 12th grade 
pass at college and was set to start a job 
in computing. Her dream is to go back to 
her village proud of making a better life 
for herself.

Sainthave Ramachandran, 
18, said: “I spoke to the 
DJ, editors and journalists. 
We also recorded our own 
speeches to see how it 
works. I had great fun and 
also met Channing Tatum! ” 

The radio journalism 
course, which finishes in 
March, is National Open 
College Network (NOCN) 
accredited. It gives students 
the chance to learn the 
skills needed to succeed 
in the highly competitive 
media industry. 


During the course, each 
student makes their own 
podcast, interviewing people 
in the community and 
industry. The end product 
will be showcased in an 
exhibition at the Council- 
run Hackney Museum. 

Those on the course 
range from A-level and 
BTEC students in Media 
and Design, to young 
people from Off Centre - a 
counselling, therapy and 
advocacy service. The 
course is run at Hackney 
Community College by 
Ignite Creative, and funded 


by Hackney Museum 
through its Mapping the 
Change project, which seeks 
to record the impact of the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games on Hackney and 
its residents. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Health, 
Social Care and Culture, 
said: “Mapping the Change 
has enabled the Council 
to give young people 
opportunities to get involved 
with projects where they 
learn new skills that could 
help them make decisions 
about their careers.”

Bowel cancer awareness drive 

RESIDENTS are being urged to look out for symptoms of 
bowel cancer, the second biggest cancer killer in the UK. 
Awareness of the signs of bowel cancer is low in East 
London, according to NHS East London and the City, which 
runs Hackney’s health services. 

The campaign encourages people who have blood in 
their stools, or loose stools, for more than three weeks 
to see their doctor. It is hoped the publicity drive will 
make it easier for people to discuss potential problems 
with their GP. 

Ian Basnett, director of public health for NHS East 
London and the City, said: “We need to get over the 
embarrassment and talk about it - remember your GP 
talks about these things regularly. Talking to your GP can 
save your life.” 

Nearly 200 people in East 
London are diagnosed with 
bowel cancer every year, 
the majority of cases are 
aged over 55. More than 90 
per cent of those diagnosed 
with bowel cancer at an 
early stage survive for at 
least five years.

Loose stools? Visit your GP 


Right at the heart of the matter 

LIFE-SAVING equipment to treat people suffering 
a cardiac arrest has been installed in Hackney’s 
leisure centres. 

Defibrillators, which deliver an electric shock to restart 
the heart, have been introduced in all the GLL-managed 
centres in the borough to provide on-site emergency 
care. Gym instructors, life guards and other GLL 
employees can now use the equipment after being 
trained by London Ambulance Service staff. 

Giving someone shock treatment within the first minutes 
of collapse gives them the best chance of survival. For 
every minute a person’s heart stops, the chances of 
surviving are reduced by 1 4 per cent. 

GLL director of operations, Andy McCabe, said: “Every 
year we have thousands of visitors to the leisure 
centres, and there is of course a risk that one or more 
of these may suffer a heart attack or cardiac arrest. 

The defibrillators, and the London Ambulance Service’s 
training, have given our staff the confidence to carry out 
first aid in even the most extreme of situations.”

T MATTHIAS 
parish church in 
Wordsworth Road, 
N16, was awarded 
a Grade 1 listing in 1953, 
despite being only 100 
years old. 

Built between 1849 and 
1853, St Matthias was 
an offshoot of the old St 
Mary’s church - founded 
largely by the efforts of Dr 
Robert Brett of Newington 
Green and Rev Thomas 
Alder Pope, the assistant 
curate of St Mary’s and 
son-in-law of its Rector. 
Both men supported the 
Oxford Movement which 
advocated the solemn 
ritual practices of High 
Church Anglicanism. 

Stoke Newington was 
well known for its non- 
conformist Dissenting 
chapels, the popularity 
of which Brett and Pope 
partly blamed on the fact 
that the only Anglican 
church in the area - St 
Mary’s - had little room for 
new worshippers at a time 
when the local population 


was fast expanding. The 
old parish of St Mary 
had been formed when 
Stoke Newington was a 
small village, but now it 
was becoming a London 
suburb, and Brett and 
Pope wanted an Anglican 
church for residents which 
reflected their own High 
Church beliefs. 

The parish of St Matthias 
was thus created in 1849, 
to serve south-eastern 
Stoke Newington and parts 
of South Hornsey. The 
site chosen for the church 
lay amongst cornfields, 
meadows and watercress 
beds along a tree-lined cart- 
track known as Cut Throat 
Lane, although when the 
area was redeveloped for 
housing, it was renamed 
in honour of the poet 
William Wordsworth. 

The church and 
accompanying parish 
school were designed by 
William Butterfield, the 
famous Gothic Revival 
architect who, although 
born into a non-conformist 


family, was also a High 
Church follower. The 
foundation stone of St 
Matthias church was laid 
by Lord Nelson in 1851, 
and the finished building 
consecrated in June 1853. 
Brett paid for the building 
of the Sanctuary at a cost 
of £500, and Pope was 
installed as perpetual 
curate, establishing a 
High Church tradition of 
worship. But within the 
year, Pope left St Matthias 
having converted to 
Roman Catholicism. The 
High Church tradition was 


retained despite it being 
highly controversial at 
the time however, and St 
Matthias remains a High 
Anglican church today. 

There was always a 
strong musical tradition 
at the church, and the 
original organ is still in 
place, although it has been 
enlarged and altered over 
the years. The church’s first 
musical director, Dr W 
Henry Monk, composed 
the tunes to many hymns 
still well known today, 
including ‘Eventide’ which 
accompanies ‘Abide With 


Me’. His tune for ‘Sweet 
Saviour bless us ere we go’ 
is called ‘St Matthias’. 

Work on the new St 
Mary’s church began in 
1855 and the building was 
consecrated in 1858, but 
there was still a wish to 
cater for the religious needs 
of the community. In 1873, 
two more new parishes 
were created from those of 
St Mary and St Matthias: 
All Saints, based in Aden 
Grove, and St Faith, in 
Londesborough Road, 
were both High Church. 

Both St Matthias and 
St Faith churches were 
bombed during the Blitz 
of the Second World War, 
the latter so badly that 
it eventually had to be 


demolished in 1949. St 
Matthias was awarded its 
Grade I listing in September 
1953, despite the extensive 
damage it had suffered 
and the changes made 
through necessary repair 
and restoration. 

A new parish was formed 
in 1951, of St Faith with 
St Matthias, and in 1956 
All Saint’s church was also 
demolished and the parish 
absorbed to create St Faith 
with St Matthias and 
All Saints, since shortened 
to Stoke Newington, 

St Matthias. 

The vicarage, which was 
built after the original was 
destroyed during the Blitz, 
has been used in the BBC 
comedy series ‘Rev’.

• Butter 
•Lemon

• Pre-heat oven to 180°C 


• Peel artichokes and place in a bowl of water
